The 212 candidates were then ushered into the 
meeting where they received the Order of the Mystic Shrine 
and witnessed a portrayal of the ritualistic work by the 
Ritualistic Degree Team. 


Following the afternoon meeting the candidates 


and members repaired to the banquet hall where they en- 
joyed one of Aleppo Temple's Ceremonial feasts. 

The new Steward, Noble William S. Murray, took 
over the task of feeding the Nobility on the resignation 
of Noble Yarlott, who recently moved to New York to ac- 
cept a new position. He stepped into a big job for his 
initial achievement and an achievement it was, for when 
you can gather around you a group of Nobles who can pur- 
chase, prepare and serve warm food, cold cuts, Salads, 
ice cream, coffee, drinks, etc., to 4,000 hungry he-man 
Shriners, all in less than two hours, that is a real job. 
Noble Murray deserves great credit for his accomplishment. 

The evening meeting in Grand Hall was one long 
to be remembered. TIllustrious Potentate Palmer had many 
distinquished visiting Nobles attending his first Cere- 
monial, among whom were Potentates, Officers and distin- 
guished Nobles from Temples throughout New England. 

An innovation at this meeting was the use of a 
Hammond Electric Organ with loud Speakers, placed in 


strategic locations in the hall, With that outstanding 


organist at the console, Noble Harry Rodgers, the introduc- 
tion of this novelty met with approval by the members. It 
is planned to make use of this organ again at our June 


Ceremonial when Noble Rodgers will entertain with his 


repertoire of music and will ad lib, musically, during 
the evening Ceremonial. 
Another very successful innovation at this 


meeting was the broadcasting of a regular radio program 


from the stage of the Ceremonial. This new feature was the 
result of the offer of the officials of Radio Station WCOP 
to have part of their regular evening program emanate 

from the stage of the Aleppo Ceremonial when it was 

learned by them that one of their staff wished to join 
Aleppo but could not be present due to his daily broad- 
cast at 7:10 P. M. 

Ralph M. Barker of Gloucester, known as "The 
Old Salt," broadcasts the weather each day from his studio 
in Gloucester. He is a member of Bethlehem Commandery 
No. 43 of Gloucester and wished to become a Shriner. We 
could not move the Spring Ceremonial to Gloucester so Mr. 
Barker and his association and corps of technicians moved 
in on Aleppo Temple. His daily broadcast follows a wery 
interesting resume of late news by Mr. Don Cochrane. 

The radio paraphernalia was set uppn Grand Hall 
stage at 6:45 P. M. and after a short comment by Potentate 
Palmer the 4,000 Shriners present were asked to keep a 
five minute silence prior to the broadcast. It seemed like 
an hour while the stage was being set for the dead line of 
7:00 P. M. and such was the interest that one could almost 


hear a pin drop. That alone, is an accomplishment when 


4,000 Nobles will sit in silence for five minutes, but 
they did not begrudge the time and were well paid for their 


trouble. 


At 7:00 P. M. Don Cochrane, News Analyst, went 
on the air with the following announcement: 

"Wetre speaking to you tonight from the stage 
of the Mechanics Building in Boston where over 4,000 
members of the Mystic Shrine of Aleppo Temple are gathered 
for their annual Spring Ceremonial. Ralph M. Barker--- 
better known to you as the ‘Old Salt"---who follows us every 
night with his accurate weather forecasts---is becoming 
a Shriner tonight---and that has a good deal to do with 
our being here, 

Though I'm not a Shriner, I'd like to extend 
congratulations to "The 01d Salt" on the occasion of his 
induction into this organization which is known the world 
ower for the fine work it has done in establishing hospi- 
tals for crippled children---accepting children for treat- 
ment whose parents are unable to afford medical care for 
them---and regardless of their race, creed or color. 
Here's a verbal handshake to "The 01d Salt"---and while I 
have you Shriners where you have to listen to me---f'd 
like to tell you, that you're getting a good man.” 

Following his announcement Mr. Gochrane gave a 
very interesting ten minute analysis of the day's news, 
some of the news items being received during his broadcast 
via telephone from the WCOP Studios direct to the stage 
at Mechanics Building. At 7:10 P. M. our candidate, Ralph 


Barker, sitting on the stage with Don Cochrane and wearing 


the insignia of a candidate of Aleppo Temple took over to 
broadcast the weather reports. Mr. Cochranets intyoduction 


of candidate Barker was correct when he said, "The Old 


Salt" broadcasts "accurate" weather reports. While he 
was broadcasting, many Nobles were sitting in the meeting 
with their coats off, enjoying the end of a perfect, warm 
spring day. He said that, "In another 2h hours a heavy 
overcoat and ear muffs would feel good." He was correct, 
as the following evening the mercury fell to several 
degrees below freezing. 

We did not blame "Noble Barker for this change 
in weather, but did thank him for the tip and we thank 
Don Cochrane and the officials of WCOP for providing a 
most interesting innovation for Aleppo's allowing "The 
Old Salt" to keep his date with the radio public and at 
the same time become a Shriner, 

The band concert by the Shrine Band, with Noble 
Walter M. Smith leading, was enjoyed by the members as was 
the evening parade and exhibition drills by the Arab Patrol. 
During the evening parade and review by the Uniformed Units, 
under the direction of Major Benjamin R. Vaughan, Potentate 
Palmer honored visiting Potentate George W. Gray of Melha 
Temple of Springfield, the honor and privilege of taking 
the "Review." 

The Degree Staff, Director Frank W. Watson in 
charge, topped off the evening in real Aleppo Style with a 
rip-roaring forty-five minutes of "hot sands" pyrotechnics 
that were fast and furious and kept the candidates on their 
toss and the Nobles on the edge of their seats. Director 
Watson and his Staff of mischievous Villians handled the 


neophytes in true "Watsonian style" and assured themselves 


that no candidate would leave without being positive that 
he had met a band of devilish torturers while erossing the 
hot sands of Aleppo on their journey to Mecca. 
Director Watson and the Degree Staff deserve a 
lot of cridit for the success of this big Spring Ceremonial. 
The one-hour vaudeville show following the meet- 
ing was likewise an interesting feature of the day and the 
4,000 Nobles left that evening with many complimentary re-

To All Potentates and Recorders of Subordinate Temples: 


In considering the matter of approval of By-Laws of subordinate 
Temples it has come to the attention of the Imperial Potentate and Offi- 
cers that many By-Laws and Amendments to By-Laws, prepared by 
subordinate Temples and previously approved, are apparently in con- 
flict with the Imperial Code and By-Laws and contain many provisions 
and restrictions inimical to the proper operation of subordinate Temples. 

It is the order of the Imperial Potentate, approved by resolution of 
the Board of Directors, that each Temple shall within fifteen (15) days 
of receipt of this General Order, forward by mail to the Imperial Re- 


corder, a certified copy of its By-Laws. 

In the event you do not have separate By-Laws and are operating 
under the Imperial By-Laws and Code as provided by Article XXXI, 
Section 276 of the Imperial Code, you are requested to notify the Im- 


perial Recorder accordingly. 
Ze Any By-Laws or Amendments submitted for consideration since 


= 


July, 1945, will not be acted upon until the By-Laws of all subordinate 
Temples having separate By-Laws have been reviewed. 

You are also directed to advise the Imperial Recorder’s Office 
whether or not your Temple is separately incorporated under the cor- 
poration laws of your State or any other State. 

POTENTATES: Your attention is especially called to Article 
XXVII, Section 227, which reads as follows: 


Sec. 227. PARADES, PERSONS PROHIBITED IN. In 

the parade of Temples of the Order at annual sessions of the 

Imperial Council, or in parades given under the auspices of 

subordinate Temples of the Order, no one shall be permitted 

to participate but members of the Order, uniformed bodies, 

and male servants accompanying Temples. No females shall 

be permitted to participate in parades. 

This means that Non-Shriners cannot participate in any parade at 
an Imperial Council Session. 

You are respectfully requested to give immediate attention to the 
aforesaid matters. 

It is directed that this General Orders No. 2 be read at the head 
of each Temple at the first session following its receipt, and record made 
of the same upon the minutes of the session at which it is read. _ ,

Upon motion of the Recorder duly seconded it was 
unanimously voted that a committee be appointed to secure a Past. 


Potentate's jewel to be presented to the Illustrious Potentate, 


Lionel G. H. Palmer, at the annual meeting in January, 1947. 
Chief Rabban Justin A. Duncan then read the following 

amendment of the by-laws which was ordered by the Potentate 

to take its regular course to come up. for action at the next 


meeting of the Temple. 


Amend By-Laws by striking out Article IV, Section 1 and substituting therefor the following: 


ARTICLE IV 

1. There shall be a Finance Committee consisting of five Past Potentates of this Temple duly elected for a term of five years, 
starting January, 1948. After the adoption of these amendments to the By-Laws, a Finance Committee of five members 
shall be appointed forthwith by the Potentate who shall serve until the next annual election at which time one member 
shall be elected for a period of one year, one member for a period of two years, one member for a period of three years, 
one member for a period of four years, and one member for a period of five years, and thereafter one member shall be 
elected annually for a five year term, and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

2. The Potentate within a month after his election shall submit to the Finance Committee an estimated budget of the 
Temple’s expenses for the calendar year predicated upon the anticipated income and expenses for said period, and after it 
is considered, the Finance Committee shall set up a budget for the calendar year which may be altered or changed by 
the Committee to conform to the needs of the Temple. The Potentate may, if he deems it necessary or advisable, incur 
and pay, through the Treasurer, debts, claims or obligations of the Temple outside of the budget provided, and without 
previous authorization or approval of the Committee, until such time as the total of the same equals the sum of $2,000.00. 

3. The committee shall examine all bills, accounts, claims or demands of whatever character, giving their approval before 
the same shall be paid by the Treasurer. No bill, account, claim or demand shall be paid before it has been examined 
and approved by the Finance Committee and the payment thereof directed by said Committee and no check or voucher 
in payment of any such bil], account, claim or demand shall be signed by the Treasurer until the same shall have been so 
approved by at least a majority of the Committee. 

4. The approval of the Finance Committee shall, in all cases, mean approval by a majority of the entire Committee. 

5. Whenever any member of the Committee is unable to serve by reason of disability, or a vacancy exists because of death 
or resignation, the Potentate shall appoint another to serve until the next annual election. 


Also amend By-Laws by ee out Section 5 and Section 4 of Article III and substituting for Section 4 the following: 
The Finance Committee shall annually appoint an auditor who shall examine the books, accounts, cash on hand, and 
securities of the Treasurer, Recorder, and Board of Trustees as soon as possible after the close of the financial year of the 
Temple and report thereon at the annual meeting in January. 


Also amend Section 8 of Article III by striking out the words ‘drawn on the Treasury” in the second line thereof, and sub- 
stitute therefore the words “and bills authorized or approved,” so that the same will read as follows: 
“Section 8. The Treasurer shall receive in charge all the revenue of the Temple; pay all orders and bills authorized or 
approved by the Finance Committee, and render a just and faithful account at the annual session, and also when re- 
quired by the Finance Committee or by vote of the Temple. He shall promptly deliver to his successor in office all the 
property and funds of the Temple he may have in his possession.”
